G.S.R. 823(E).— ,In exercise of powers conferred by Section 57 of the Mines Act, 
1952 (35 of 1952), the Central Government here by makes the following 
amendments In the Metalliferous Mines Reguiations 1961, namely:- 

1. (1) These Regulations may be called the Metalliferous Mines (Amendment) 
Regulations, 2001. 
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(2) These regulations shall come Into force from the date of its 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Metalliferous Mines Regulations, 1961,- 

(a) in regulation 15, 

(i) in sub-regulation (2), 

(I) for the words, "Secondary School examination of a recognized Board 
or its equivalent", the words, " Senior Secondary School examination or 
Intermediate examination or its equivalent from a recognized Board or 
University or Diploma In Engineering or Degree in Mining Engineering or 
other equivalent qualifications approved in that behalf by the Central 
Government," shall be substituted. 

(II) for the proviso, the following proviso shall be substituted, namely,- 

"Provlded that nothing in this sub-regulation shall be deemed to 
debar a person, not satisfying the provisions thereof, from being 
admitted at any of the aforesaid examinations from the date of 
commencement of the Metalliferous Mines (Amendment) Regulations, 
2001, if he had been admitted at such examinations for the said 
certificates before such commencement: 

Provided further that nothing in this sub-regulation shall be deemed to 
debar a person not satisfying the provisions thereof from being admitted 
at any of the aforesaid examinations for the said certificates for three 
years from the date of commencement of the Metalliferous Mines 
(Amendment) Regulations, 2001 including the date of such 
commencement"; 

(ii) sub-regulation (3) shall be omitted. 

(b) in regulation 16, 

(i) in sub-regulation (1),- 

(I) for the brackets, words and figures, "(other than an Exchange or 
Sen/ice Certificate to. which the provisions of Regulations 22 and 23 
respectively apply)", the brackets, words and figures, "(other than an 
Exchange Certificate to which provisions of regulation 22 apply)", shall be 
substituted; 

(II) for the words "five and three", the words "six and five", shall be 
substituted. 

(III) for the proviso the following provisos shall be substituted, namely-, 
"provided that,- 

(a) in the case of a candidate who has received a Diploma in Mining or 
Mining Engineering or other equivalent qualification approved in that 
behalf by the Central Government, such period shall be reduced to 
"five" and "four" years, respectively;

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(b) in case of a candidate who has received a Degree In Mining 
Engineering or other equivalent qualification approved in that behalf 
by the Central Government, such period shall be reduced to "two" and 
"one" years, respectively; and 

(c) in case of a candidate who has received a degree in Applied Geology, 
Civil, Mechanical or Electrical Engineering or other equivalent 
qualifications approved in that behalf by the Central Government, such 
period shall be reduced to "foL|r" and "two and a half" years, 
respectively. 

Provided further that each of the aforementioned periods of practical 
experiences shall have been obtained after receiving the requisite 
Diploma, Degree or other equivalent qualification, as the case may be. 

(ii) in sub-regulation (2), in the second proviso, for the words," one 
year in case of Second Class and one and half year In case of First Ciass 
Manager's Certificate", the words, "six months in case of Second Class and 
one year in case of First Class Manager's Certificate" shall be substituted.

G.S.R 824(E).— In exercise of powers conferred by section 57 of the Mines Act, 
1952 (35 of 1952), the Central Government here by makes the following 
amendments in the Coal Mines Regulations 1957, namely:- 

1. (1) These Regulations may be called the Coal Mines (Amendment) 
Regulations, 2001. 

(2) these regulations shall come into force from the date of its publication in 
the official Gazette. 

2. In the coal Mines Regulations, 1957,- 

(a) in regulation 15 sub-regulation (2),- 

(i) for the words “Secondary School Examination ot a recognized Board or its 
equivalent", the words “Senior Secondary School Examination or Intermediate 
Examination or its equivalent from a recognized Board or University or passed a 
diploma in engineering or Degree in Mining Engineering or other equivalent 
qualifications approved in that behalf by the Central Government" shall be 
substituted; 

(ii) in proviso, for the words and figures "a Sirdar’s Certificate on or before 
the 1*^ day of January, 1992”, the words and figures, “any of these certificates for 
three years from coming into force of the Coal Mines (Amendment) Regulations, 
2001", shall be substituted; 

(b) in regulation 16 sub-regulation (1),- 

(i) after the words, "First or Second Class Manager’s Certificate”, the 
words and figures “Other than an exchange certificate to which the 
provisions of regulation 21 apply”, shall be inserted; 

(ii) for the words “five and three” the words “six and five” shall be 
substituted; 
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(iii) for the proviso, the following proviso shall be inserted, namely;- 
“Provided that a candidate;- 

“(a) who has received a diploma in mining or mining engineering or other 
equivalent qualification approved in that behalf by the Central Government, such 
period shall be reduced to five and four years respectively, and, 

(b) who has passed a degree In mining engineering or other equivalent 
qualification approved in that behalf by the Central Government, such period 
shall be reduced to two and one year respectively. 

Provided further that aforementioned period of experiences mentioned in the 
above shall be obtained after acquiring the relevant academic qualifications”, 

(c) in regulation 16 sub-regulation (2) for the words “one year” and one and a 
half years", the words "six months" and “one year", shall be substituted. 

(d) in regulation 21 sub-regulation (1), before the word “experience”, the word 
“qualification”, shall be added.
